SHORTAGE OF HELP 
MAKES BURGLARY 
A SMALL CRIME 


By the Associated Press 
NEW YORK, April 12.— An in­ 
crease of 25 per cent In burglary 
insurance rates which has just been 
put into effect has brought to light 
the fact th a t employers, m ade tim id 
by the shortage of domestic w ork­ 
ers, are tolerating thefts from their 
w ardrobes and wrine cellars in order 
to retain the few servants they have 
“ in captivity.” Officials of indem nity 
com panies who, give this explanation 
declare th at in many cases employ­ 
ers have refused to allow the ser­ 
vants in th eir households to be ques­ 
tioned 
about thefts, 
through 
fear 
th a t they will quit if annoyed. 
Em boldened by this situation, dis­ 
honest servants are reported to be 
helping them selves to their employ­ 
e rs ’ effects, such as wine, clothing 
and jewelry. 
“Servants are privileged charac­ 
ters in the homes of the wealthy 
th ro u g h o u t New York,.*’ 
said 
the 
head of one surety company. “ In 
m any cases holders of burglary in-j 
surance policies have cancelled their 
claim s agains the company rath e r 
th a n to prosecute a guilty servant, 
know ing that this would m ean the 
loss of his or her services.”

refused to allow' his servants to be 
questioned regarding a $ 1 , 0 0 0 theft, 
saying: “ D ont’ go near the house 
If the maids suspect you, they will 
leave.”

Mary Petrovitch, a young Serb­ 
ian 
woman

nearly all the w ar and lost a leg in 
the service, has just been fitted out

Red Cross 
workers at Bel­ 
grade, Serbia. 
Miss Petrovitch, 
who

front, where she was promoted to 
the grade of sergeant-major.

leased and sent back to Belgrade. 
The crippled heroine was placed 
in an old 
barrack hospital with 
other invalid soldiers. 
Upon learn­ 
ing her identity the doctors wanted 
to remove her to more comfortable 
quarters. 
But she refused, saying 
that she desired to remain “a sol­ 
dier” to the end of her service. At 
the artificial limb 
factory estab­ 
lished by the American Red Cross 
she ensisted that her new le g -be 
no better than that given to other 
soldier-cripples. 
In a

weeks 
she expects to take an active part 
in the reconstruction of her coun­ 
try— going back to farm work.

PHYSICIANS BAFFLED 


OY NEW DISEASE 


A 
new 
form 
of 
encephalitis 
lethargica, loosely called ‘‘sleeping 
sickness,” is taking appalling toll 
among children in Vienna, according 
to reports received from the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross mission there, by 
southwestern 
divisional 
headquar­ 
ters of the Red Cross at St. Louis. 
The disease, which thus far has 


defied the powers of medical sci­ 
ence, is caused by the germ of in­ 
fluenza, and attacks the brain of 
its victim. 
The sufferer is left stu­ 
pefied and terribly emaciated. 
One 
child victim, aged 7, weighed only 
29 pounds at death. 
Fighting against the almost in­ 
surmountable obstacles presented by 
lack of medicine, supplies and food, 
Red Cross physicians have sought 
to stop the spread of the disease. 
Hospitals in Vienna, it is said, are 
overcrowded, as a long period 
of 
convalescense is required for those 
who recover.

A “curbstone broker” Melton says 
has been defined well by promin­ 
ent real estate men as the fellow 
who does not maintain an office, 
does not advertise, and 
in

estate salesman. He is a fellow who 
is usually satisfied with a mere ex­ 
istence, 
enjoying his street office 
and loafing places, where he gets 
information. 
In some instances, as the defin­ 
ition goes, he may watch real es­ 
tate offices and 
try to enterview 
their clients w’hen they leave. He 
sometimes 
works 
on out-of-town 
people, going to hotels and getting 
the names and addresses from the 
register and trying to get into con­ 
versation with them. 
His usual argument, it was state- 
ed, is to buy direct and thus avoid 
paying big prices and commissions. 
He sometimes says he knows of a 
person who has property to sell that
